foods. You can tell this by 
looking at the list of Ingre­ 
dients. If you find corn, corn 
meal or honiinv feed listed

In first or second place, 
then you will know this is 
an expanded food.- On the 
other paw. in kibble, wheat 
flour will be listed either 
first or second."
